1. Amendment A, received on 1 1/6/09 has been entered into record. Claims 12, 14, 16-24 
have been amended. Claims 13 and 15 have been cancelled. 

2. Claims 12, 14 and 16-24 are now pending. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 12, 14 and 16-24 are allowed. 

4. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
The prior art of record fails to suggest alone or in combination the invention as claimed. 

Regarding claims 12 and 14: A lens barrel with a biasing unit for biasing a second operating 
member in an outward direction of a first operating member, wherein: when the second operating 
member is depressed in an inward direction of the first operating member, the second operating 
member allows the first operating member to be manually rotated from a rotating range to 
another rotating range, and when the second operating member is not depressed in the inward 
direction of the first operating member, the second operating member prevents the first operating 
member from being manually rotated from a rotating range to another rotating range.
